Greek Steam er Seized by British. 


London, May 3.- French troop* hav** 
begun the bombardment of tile forts 
which defend Metz, the capital of lair 
m ine, and one of the most strongly 
fortified cities over which the German 
flag flies. 
This moat significant development 
of the war followed tile capture by 
the French on Saturday of a hill that 
gave 
their 
cannon a vantage point 
from which to drop shells on the ring 
of torts south of the city. 
The French war office believe* that 
the great cannon 
which 
bombarded 
Dunkirk on Friday and Saturday lias 
been located. 
On Saturday the fire of this pun 
was limited to nine shells. According 
to m ilitary experts, the gun may ha\e 
been damaged by its own fire or may 
have been disabled by bombe dropped 
from an aeroplane of the allies. 
Tills cannon is said to be a warship 
gun set up near Dixnitide by engineers 
from the Krtipp gun factory. 
It is re­ 
ported to have a range of twenty- 
three and one half mile*. 
The Greek steamship Fotis, which 
left Galveston 
and 
Norfolk 
three 
weeks ago. bound for Rotterdam, has 
been 
taken 
into Blyth, England, in 
charge of a prize cr* w. It is stated 
that

vessel 
carries contraband, 
believed to he destined for Germ any.

The official report given out by the 
French war office in Faria says:

suburb* of Dixmude, a sector where 
there has bean no fighting for several 
months, the installation of a marina 
gun capable of firing a shell over a 
very long range, ft I* this gun which 
may have, bombarded Dunkirk. 
The 
gun is heUev«Mi to have a range of 
thirty-eight kilom eters 123.5 mile.** I. 
"O n ly nine shells were fired on the 
second anc! last bombardment of the 
French seaport. There Is reason to be­ 
lieve that the gun either has been 
damaged by a method of fire* which 
the most powerful pieces clo not long 
resist, or that the continual presence 
of our aeroplanes has had the effect 
of stopping its fire. 
"On our side we bombarded one of 
the forts on the southern front of tbs 
entrenched camp of Met/.."
